REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The instant claims requires contacting the HA adduct of phosphinimine ligand 
compound (Y=N-H) and the metal-organic reagent (M v (l_i) k (L2)i(L 3 )m(l-4)nX in the 
presence of at least 2 equivalents of base in the preparation process of the metal- 
organic compound. The cited prior art of the previous Final Office Action mailed 
January 9, 2009 does not teach or reasonably suggest the contacting HA adduct of 
phosphinimine ligand compound and the metal-organic reagent step in the 
phosphinimine ligand containing transition metal complex preparation process.

Therefore, the rejection of the previous Office Action is withdrawn and the instant claims 
are in the condition for allowance.
